tury. 
In the eighteenth century there 


Avas little consciousness of the need of 
God, and great need for such a man a.» 
Asbury. 
Earl America Avas very 
irre- 
ligious and tlie spirit of 1776 Avas the 
spirit of democrac}' not harmonized with 
religion. 
This Avas one of the things 
Francis Asbury accomplished, tlie har- 
monizing 
of 
democracy 
and 
religion 
through the frecdoni of the Avill. 'He 
met \vith overAvhelming success and had 
an adA-antage oyer the preachers of to- 
day inasmuch «s he preached t© an audi- 
ence Avithout 
preoccupied minds. 
Th«» 
moral and spiritual aspects were 
the 
supreme aspects of Asbury. 
In- closing 
Prof, Hough said that the kingdom of 
God is the l^ingdom of good liere and 
noAv and that if the people of today do 
their Avork in-this 
day 
as

as 
Asbury did in his day people . Avili be 
honest, upright, sincere mid the world 
AA'ill be much better.

In- 
order the fires may be fewer there must 
be constant vigilance and a sense of 
personal responsibility in the mind of 
every citizen, young and old,

Death or Imprisonment for Year 


in Ice Walls of the Polar Region 


That's Fate Which Intrepid 
Explorer 
Shackleton is 
Now Facing in Far-Off 
Antarctic—London Much 
Worried for His Safety. 


London, England, April L—-A year's 
imprisonment in the 
ice-locked 
south 
polar region may be the fate of Sir 
Ernest Shackelton, intrepid seeker 
for 
the South role, who has just emerged 
from Antarctic ice iunglcs, unless— 


Fate ends the sentence by death or 
starvation! 


Whether 
he lives 
or dies 
rescuing 
parties from the outside wt>r^d cannot 
reach Shackelton and his men. experi- 
enced polar travelcv.s say, for another 
year. 
They are prisoners, 
practically 
within walls of ice. 


Ko 
steamer 
can penetrate the 
ice- 
bergs of Koss Sea for at least 11 months 
and as this is the season when new ice 
is forming on polar waters, .Shackelton 
would not dare, say e.vplorers, to re- 
trace his course across the Antarctic 
continent. 


Shackelton's return 
from his 1,700- 
mile dash from South Georgia in tho 
south Atlantic. 
across the 
Antarctic 
continent to Ross sea, was lieralded the 
world over on March 24. 
England was 
preparing royal welcome for her most 
distinguished seeker of new worlds, and 
Lady Shackelton was planning to stare 
south to meet her husband. 


Then came news that the Aurora, the 
ship that led the second wing of tho 
Shackelton expedition to Rosa Sea, waj 
adrift .hundreds of miles from the point 
Shackelton's party expected to meet it 
so they could sail back to New Zealanu. 


The Aurora is now drifting anchorlesi-, 
almpst without food, toward New Zea- 
land. 
Several members of the exploring 
party are aboard. Her commander, Capt. 
Aeneas Macintosh, and nine others, who 
had. left the ship at Cape Evans for a 
sledge trip, are marooned there. 
They 
will share the. imprisonment of Shackel- 
ton and his six men, it is said. 


The Aurora cut adrift last May when 
icebergs broke its moorings. 


The possibility 
that he would not 
reach Cape Evans in March, when tho 
Aurora was scheduled to leave there, 
may have caused Shackelton to leave •» 
supply of food there to be used on hjd 
return. In tliis case, say scientists wHo 
know tho region, the men can maintain 
themselves on seal, gulls and penguins 
until relief rcachcs them next March.

The Verdun offensive is in reality a 
defensive campaign. 


It is an effort to secure a vastly im-

complete "exhaustion

one side or the other. 


To hold ejitrenchluents under modern

They choose the latter way. but 
if ever there is a next time, the 
first 
road will be

to save 
Germany 
from the moral voproaches of neutrals. 
Verdun, therefore, must be bought back 
by France 
if it 
falls into 
Germany's 
hands. 
So, too. must Liege be bought 
back by the allies for Belgium. 


With Verdun and Lië^:e impregnably 
held by t)ie Germans, the kaiser would 
have enoiimous negotiable power in his 
po.<ssession, even 
though all

Wanted to Get Even. 


Lepper, who is a widower, aged 40 
years, is employed at the 1)udlo manu- 
facturing company and resides with bis

The Knitting Mill Crossing. 


Where the Nickel Plate yard and the 
Lake Shore cross is probably the most 
trespassed spot in the city. 
Here each 
day hundreds of emplo.yes of the Knit- 
ting mills and other nearby 
factories 
walk across the maze of tracks to their 
homes. 


Every little while someone gets hurt 
there, and there have beon a number of 
fatal accidents near the spot. 
In 
the 
upper right-hand cprner of the accom- 
panying 
illustrations, 
is 
seen 
Thomas 
Chorpening, 
watchman 
at 
the 
place 
through the day shift. 
He has saved 
many a life on the 
crossing by 
his 
watchfulness when trains are due. 


The 
Nickel 
Plate 
is 
probably 
the 
most sinned-against of local 
railroads 
in the matter of trespassing, the condi- 
tion of the right of way, the 
"short 
cuts" afforded by it, and the neighbor- 
hoods through which is passes, all tend- 
ing to encourage the practice. 
In one 
of the accompanying pictures two little 


girls who have just "dodged" a freight 
train, were snapped as they watched it 
pass. 
They didn't know the picture was 
being taken, and their positions indicate 
that they are not quite at ease stand- 
ing beside the noisy, speeding train. 


Other Railroads. 


The sinuous twists of the Findlay liuj 
do not cut much figure in the matter 
of trespassing for many reasons. 
One 
stands a pretty good chance of seeing 
the morrow even should he repose at 
dewy eve upon the tracks and give him- 
self over to pleasant dreams. And therey 
another matter. 
The line of the road, 
after it branches away from the Wa- 
bash is so wildly twisted that it is a 
long way round no matter where you 
want to go.

But there isn't much trespassinf; on 
the Pennsylvania. 
And there's a reason^ 
It is pictured in the upper left hand 
corner of this page. 
Here you see the 
fighting 
face of Captain Henry C. Stoll. 


In 
his 
vi%venty-three 
years' 
service 


with the Pennsylvania company, Cap- 
tain Stoll has labored to break up the 
trespa.ssing on the company's right of 
way, and he has been in a great measure 
successful. 
There have been few deaths 
as the result of walking on the rail- 
road in his time, and 
but one 
from 
train climbing in the city. 
Of course on 
the outskirts 
the practice is hi^d 
to 
break up, but. Captain Stoll and his men 
have worked successfully against great 
odds and there is not nearly so much as 
there was in former years.

A Timely Warning. 


Several 
days 
afterward 
an

to me, one of the ancient regime,

" J u a n PaWo, hoy estan Los- Estados Unidos 
mucho bueno por usted, major de Méjico," he 
whispered to me. 
"The United States are bet- 
ter for you right now than aLcxico," Is what 
he 
said. 
I asked 
him 
what 
he meant, 
al- 
though I knew that he would not have said 
a^word without sufficient cause. 
And he whis- 
pered back, "Zapata!" 


Well, I left.- I didn't wait to do much pack- 
ing, at that. 
I found out that there was 
a 
bridge down on the Vera Cruz road, the way 
to Manzanillo was infested with Zapata men, 
and so I took a train for the North, 
We crept 
along over battered roadbeds, occasionally put- 
ting In a few rails, and when we came 
to 
trestles or bridges, shoved two heavily loaded 
freight cars ahead to see if they were safe. 
If they got over all right, we took a chance. 
It was between Torreon and Chihuahua 
that 
the warning was given me. 


"They're going to take you off at Chihuahua," 
eaid the conductor.

t a g and ten days' "grub" and dropped off the 
fear car, the train having slowed up for me 
Wltñorü't anybody but the crew the wiser. 
Mountains and Desert. 


This sonora and Chihuahua country Is about 
a s wild as-any-that can be found in the whole 
of Mexico, a combination 
of mountain 
fast- 
nesses, heavy timbered upper slopes and miles 
upon miles of glaring desert. 
I t is at pres- 
, ent the haunt of'Villa and his troops, the base 
0Í their operations. 
It I'B to that part of Mex- 


ico what Jackson's Hole and the Hole-ln-the- 
Wall retreats in Wyoming were to the train 
robbers 
and 
cattle 
rustlers 
of 
the 
Western 
country fifteen years ago. 
No man who has a 
price upon his head is denied welcome there, 
and the denizens today are about the toughest 
class of people upon God's green 
footstool. 


Away 
oft to the northward 
from the 
spot 
where I left the train there is the very con- 
siderable town of Nacozari, the southern ter- 
minus of a railroad which runs south 
from 
Agua Prieta, a neighbor to Douglas, Ariz. The 
railroad taps a number of rich mines and Is 
very 
flourishing 
under normal conditions. 
But 
there were about 17.5 miles between me and Na- 
cozari, Chihuahua lay but a few miles to the 
r.orth and but ninety miles further was El Paso. 
But both were out of the question for me, in 
view of the warning given by the conductor. I 
figured 
that I could make Nacozari in seven or 
eight nights, and so turned my face toward the 
Sierra 
Madres 
(Mother 
Range) 
and 
hit 
the 
trail. 


Four years before I had fought with Orozco 
and Villa all over the same country and knew 
every landmark, every trail, every water hoio 
for hundreds of miles. 
The bad coulees, the 
big washouts, the short cuts were as familiar 
to mo in pitch darkness as in the light of day. 
But there were a number of small towns, an 
occasional ranch here and there, and I dared 
not approach any of them, not knowing their 
present affiliations, nor the extent of the pur- 
suit that was being made. 
So it was a night 
trail all the time, timing my marches to de- 
velop secure hiding places during the day. 
A Narrow Escape. 
It was not until the second night, as I was 
cautiously making my way through a 
moun- 
tain pass, that I had cause to pause. 
This 
pass is a sort of a common causeway and I 
almost stepped upon a band of snoring guer- 
rillas before I knew it. 
They had doused their 
lire after having had supper and were rolled 
up in their blankets. 
They had no sentry, be- 
ing off the trail. 
I had made it a point to 
carefully avoid the common way, and this Is 
the reason that 1 ran Into them. 


My foot struck against a soft figure, and he 
sat up with a grunt. 


"Que tiene usted?" (What's the matter?) he 
asked. 
I had fallen over and had the 
pres- 
ence of mind to lie still. 


"Nada," 
I an.swered, sleepily. 
"Estoy 
sed. 
Tione a g u a r ' 
(I am thirsty. 
Have you 
any 
water?) 
He rolled over with a disgusted snort 
and was soon in the land of nod. 
After a time 
I got up and carefully picked my way out of 
the 
sleeping 
group, 
replenishing, 
at 
some 
hazard 
the contents of my water bag. 


They mav have been friends, men with whom 
I 
had 
fought, men 
who would have 
shared 
their 
last tortilla 
with 
me, 
comrades 
who 
would have been delighted to swap stones and 
hear the news. 
3 u t I couldn't take the chance. 
One learns those things in a hostile 
country 


'when war is on. 


Breaking away from the timbered slopes of 
the 
mountains, 
the great 
Sonora Desert 
lay 
before me in all its glistening whiteness. 
I 
struck it just as dawn was breaking. 
Fifty 
or sixty miles to the east, as near as 1 can 
figure, 
and upon the same day, Watson 
and 
his nineteen men were led out to slaughter at 
Santa 
Ysabel. 
The 
country 
was 
alive 
with 
bandits 
and 
guerrilla 
bands, 
none 
of 
which 
owed allegiance to any recognized military au- 
thorities. 
And 
it 
was 
this 
deser" 
which 
1 
feared, this desert with its dearth of cover, its 
vast sandy expanse sparsely covered with cac- 
tus and mesquite. 
This last is a bush which 
grows at times to a height of 
10 
feet 
and 
affords some protection from the torrid heat of 
the day. 


Perils of the Desert. 


One must know a desert, and know it thor- 
oughly, to trust himself to its mercies. 
A man 
cannot carry enough water to last him 
over 
the 
great 
distances. 
He 
must 
have a 
keen 
knowledge of the water holes, which were pro-^ 
vided 
by a beneficent 
providence 
for 
desert 
wanderers. For there are no camels in Mexico, 
and the prospector, strange to the country, al- 
ways has his burros, one of which carries the 
precious fiuid in goat skins, and the other his 
tools and cooking outfit. 


Here and there in the desert, and I believe 
that it holds true in all land wastes, there are 
elevations, rocky, and at times almost 
Inac- 
cesible, evidently earth fault lines. 
Contrary 
to 
ordinary 
conception, 
at 
times 
there 
are 
great rains in the desert. 
They are very vio- 
lent, and come usually in the form of cloud- 
bursts. 
This water is that which feeds these 
water holes, deep crevices in the rocks, 
and' 
protected 
from 
evaporation 
by 
overhanging 
semiprecipices. 
I have known water in some 
of 
these receptacles, 
when the sun made 
it 
impossible for white men to submit themselves 
to its heat, to be so cold that it was almost 
undrinkable. 


There were four of these water holes known 
to me between the western base of the moun- 
tains and Nacozari, more than 100 miles away, 
according to a rough calculation. 
Under nor- 
mal conditions I could have made It easily in 
four days and not suffered. 
There v/ere scat- 
tered ranch houses, and to one who knew the 
trails the "hiking" was not bad. 
But it had 
to be a night trip, and the water holes a r e 
favorite camping places and ambushes for the 
guerrilla bands. 
So during the time the sun 
was coming Into view over the Madres, care- 
fully hidden In a bunch 
of 
pinon 
trees, 
I 
thought it out and mapped ray course. 
L o n g N i g h t H i k e . 
Then, when It had become somewhat warm, 
I stretched out on a soft bed of pine needles 
and slept the sleep of the man who has deter- 
mined upon his plan of action. 


Just as soon as the sudden nightfall hkd 
succeeded the but momentary twilight of the 
desert, I started out at a 
four-mile-an-hour 
gait. 
The night was moonless, luckily, as It 
was during the entire trip. 
It was a stretch of 
twenty-eight miles, as nearly as I could judge, 
to the big "olla" to the we>;t of 
the 
Casaa 
Grandas country. 
Everything went splendidly 
all night, and, with the exception of being cut 
off a few times by bad washouts, I had no 
trouble, and made the water hole about 4 in the 
morning. 


I made a careful approach and kept under 
cover until it was light enough to see. 
There 
was nobody ih sight, but there was one 
fire, 
the 
embers 
of 
which 
were 
not 
twenty-four 
hours dead. 
I climbed 
to the highest 
point 
but saw no signs of life. 
Drinking my fill and 
soaking my water bag after having eaten 
a 
cold lunch, for I did not care to take a chance 
with a fire, I sought out a niche high up in the 
rocks and went to sleep. 


On the following night I had what I con- 
sidered the narrowest escape of the journey. 
It may have been that I needed not to have 
taken the precautions I did, as I was informed 
afterward. 
But 
1 was 
not 
overlooking 
any 
bets and I kiiew the Mexican character 
too 
well, that 
changeable nature, that 
friendship 
when one is in power, and the knife in the 
back. 
The night had gone along uneventfully 
and I made the second water hole after the 
hardest sort of traveling over a long stretch. 
Fagged out, after the usual reconnaissance, it 
was hardly light when sleep overtook me, and. 
as eventually was proven, I neglected to 
find 
a well-concealed couch. 


Captured by Guerrillas. 


I Mas awakened 
by a rough shake of 
the 
shoulder 
and 
blinked sleepy eyes 
upon 
the 
sorriest 
band 
of guerrillas 
that 
I 
had 
ever 
seen—and I had seen a number of them, either 
in action or lined up against a wall lo be shot. 
Most of them were of the usual peon order, al- 
though 
here and 
there 
was 
an 
upstanding 
Yaqui. 
Dazedly 
I thought 
that 
I caught 
a 
glimpse of a face that might be white if :he 
sun and dirt was washed off. 
I realized quick- 
ly that resistance would be suicidal. Tbey stood 
me on my feet and looked me oyer carefully. 
They took my only arm, a revolver, away from 
me. and searched me with care, asking excited 
questions. 
For a man on foot in the Sonora 
Desert is an object both of curiosity and sus- 
picion. 


"Who are you? 
"VVhere did you come from? 
W h a t are you doing here?" they shot at me in 
bewildering confusion. 
My senses were coming 
back and my brain had cleared. 


"Give me 
some water," 
I 
asked, 
to 
gain 
time, and to size up the situation. 
I didp't 
know whether to lie to them or tell them some 
of the truth. 
But I had an inkling that thev 
knew the present desert doings better than I 
and decided to tell them a part truth. 
And so 
there was a tale unfolded about 
a 
railroad 
wreck south of Chihuahua and how 1 was hit- 
ting for the ranch of Gustavo Romero, some 
miles west of there. 


"Why, amigos. I have fought all over 
this 
country." l told them. 
"I was here with Orozco 
four years ago." 
I feared to mention Villa 
for 
I did not know just how they were attached « 
There was some excited jabbering and 
more 
there 
were some 
mighty 
unpleasant 
glance.s 
cast at me. 
For the 
Mc.\itan eye can 
look 


_oiiiise, tnere was a general cooling off. A Are 
was built after a sentry had been 
stationed, 
and we had some tortillas and coffee. I never 
will forget that coffee. It was ambrosia and 
nectar and beer and a few other things all 
combined. 
It put Ufe into me and the hot tor- 
tillas made me feel like a man once more. 
The 
tortilla is made by mixing flour and salt, knead- 
ing It well, and then frying it in grease, 
filling 
the frying pan with a thin cake something like 
a 
hot 
cake. 
It has tremendous 
qualities of 
staying with you and is good cold. 
It is the 
great standby of the Mexican peon. 


And then, over our cigarettes. I told my tale. 
They were very friendly, for the Mexican has 
a big heart far those he likes, and as soon as 
my identity had been established, they 
dealt 
out their good feeling toward me with a lavish 
hand. 
They were very much interested in the 
latest news from Mexico City, and were sur- 
prised that the United States had not sent its 
army into the Southern country. 


They 
gave 
me 
much 
needed 
information 
about the country ahead of me and then told 
me that they were a band of Villa's men. When 
1 left, at dark, they loaded me with tortillas 
and filled my water bag with coffee. In re- 
turn I gave them two gold pieces and then it 
was "adlos." 
After it Is all over, I look back 
upon the incident with pleasant retrospection. 


Lands at Nacozari. 


On to Nacozari without further incident of 
note, but never again taking the chance that I 
had before because of my fatigue. 
There were 
a number of times when 1 hit the chaparral or 


"I blinked sleepy eyes upon the sorriest band of guerrillas that I had ever seen—and I had seen a number of themj- 
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about as bad as any optic on earth. 
I had a 
vision of looking down a dozen rlrte barrels and 
being left to the tender mercies of the coyotes. 
Saved by a Benegade. 
"Hombres, I know him," and one of the non- 
descripts stepped out. from the bunch. 
"He is 
an amigo (friend). 
He was with Villa. 
la that 
not right. El Capltan?" 
And then I recognized 
an ex-Texas ranger, who had .been cashiered 
from the border force for I don't know what, 
and who had been a hard flghter in Orozco's 
"Foreign Legion." 
He called himself "Florea" 
In Mexico. 
' 


After shaking hands'with the man, who un- 
doubtedly ckme between, me and an untimely 


a friendly bunch of mesquite, and in several 
Instances there 
were 
considerable 
bodies of 
troops which passed along the trail which I 
had hurriedly abandoned. 
Whether .friends or 
enemies I knew not and did not care to ask any 
questions. 
I knew that the Villa and Carranza 
troops were battling some place in the north 
and that was enough for me. 


At Nacozari everything was In a turmoil, but" 
I got information that there were thVngs doing 
along the border and. from an old friend, the 
advice that I get into the States by the under- 
ground route. 
The train carried me north and 
seven or eight miles from Agua Prieta, adjoin- 
ing Douglas, Ariz., I again dropped off the.rear 


car, praying that It would bo the last time for 
such a stunt. 
, 


< i sought cover in the mesquite, wntch was 
quite heavy in that neighborhood, and waitet^ 
for dark, 
I could hear the artillery booming 
to the east and the booming of heavier guns 
from around what I took to be Nuco. 
But i 
slept with the grateful feeling In my heart that 
In the morning I would be on my own soil 
again. 


It was late before I awoke and for a wonder, 
the very unusual condition of a cloudy sky con- 
fronted me. 
I dared not follow the railroad, 
for >lt Is always well policed near the border. 
So I struck off In a generally northern direc- 


tion. 
Looking always to the northeast .-for 
-V: 
lights of Douglas. I failed to sight them. After 
wandering about for hours, I decided, that ^ X- 
must be across the border and to await tor v 
daylight. 
Dropping into a sleep, the aim wlw « 
well up when my eyes opened.

a part where it Is necessary to 
weep, she does not have to use 
any of the tricks of the trade to which many 
players have to resort to start the fountain of 
their sorrows playing. 
She simply turns on the 
spigot and v/ceps real, big, splashy tears that 
plop on the studio floor like an April shower oa 
a tin roof. 
' The ability to depict grief In Its visible form 
is of great value to an actress, and of greater 
value to moving picture players than on the 
regular stage. 
The actress on the regular stage 
has a voice and a low sob and little catchy 
words that tell you she is going to burst into 
tears any minute. 


And if she is not able to.cry the least 'bit, 
she can use a little paint, throw herself on 
the couch or the tiger-skin rug, heave her shoul- 
ders up and down, sniff and gasp a few timea 
and indulge in what is known as the "bron- 
chial gurgle," and the whole audience will weep 
with her when she is not weeping at all. 


On the motion picture stage it is different. 
The player has no voice. 
She can not sob and 
gurgle, and if she flings herself down on a chair 
with her back to the audience and indulges In 
the dry-sob business, or throws herself'on the 
bosom of her old blacic mammy and does the 
shoulder-shaking stuff to denote that she is 
crying her heart out because the rude North- 
erner is going to foreclose the mortgage on her 
dear old Southern home, «the audience .is not 
always sure whether she is laughing or crying, 
and to make this perfectly plain there is always 
a close-up after such a scene. 


Actresses who cannot weep a t will make nice 
pearly tears on their cheeks 
with drops 
of 
glycerin, and some heroic creatures have been 
known to induce real tears with the use of an 
onion. 
Happy and popular is the actress who 
can weep at will. 


Miss Shepard was bom in Cincinnati and edu- 
cated in the public schools of Chicago. 
She be- 
came an actress at an early age and soon won 
lier way to the position of leading woman. 
She plays leads and "heavies," and can shed 
tears of rage when thwarted In some of tho 
machinations in a woman villain part aS easily 
as she can weep as the persecuted heroine. 


Miss Shepard was^ on tlio regular stage, play- 
ing in stock companies in San Francisco and 
l>os Angeles before she went Into moving pic- 
tures. 


She has played with the Selig Company, the 
Universal and is now with the Gaumont Com- 
pany. Miss Shepard is 5 feet 6 inches in height, 
lias dark hair and weighs about 140 pounds. 
She is an acomplished horseback rider and con- 
fesses that lier hobby is dressmaking. 


She is well known as a player of ability to the 
picture people and the public, and The Drifter, 
released by the Gaumont Company, is one ol 
her latest successes.

Should a towerman fall asleep and u. 


train run amuck, killing fourteen per- 
sons, the. news would flash over the 
country, officials would hold investiga- 
.tions, there would be great hullabaloo. 
'Should this occur each day .in a wceK 
the entire country would be ,terrified. 
Yet'each day last year fourteen persons 
did 'lose their lives because they, dts- 
obevcd the laws of the state and of com- 
mon sense, and trespassed upon railroad 
right of way.

Cap- 
tain Stoll has labored to break up the 
trespassing on the company's right of 
way. and he has been in a great measure 
successful. There have been few deaths 
as (he result of walking mi the rail- 
road in his time, nnd but one from 
train climbing in the city. Of course on 
the outskirts the practice is • hard to 
break up. but Captain .Stoll aud his men 
have worked successfully against great 
odds and there is not nearly so much as 
there was in former years.-
